ing and enjoyable, those which concerned 
the varied output of Newberry books will 
most interest us of the cat world. Out of 
the seventeen volumes to date twelve are 
children’s books which tell charming tales 
about cats and kittens in all sorts of situ- 
ations to entertain youngsters from four 
to eight—and all readers from eight to 
eighty! The first of these was Mittens, 
published in 1936 by Harper and Broth- 
ers; the most recent, Jce Cream for Two, 
which came out in 1953. In between are 
ten others all published by Harper’s, all 
still in print, many into second, third and 
fourth editions, most published also in 
London by Hamish and Hamilton, and 
several reprinted by Portuguese, German, 
and Swedish houses. This fall Widget, 
about a kitten and an adult who are Maine 
“Coon Cats,” will appear 
Harpers.

Four other books making up the sum of 
Clare Newberry’s efforts concerning the 
feline world are Herbert the Lion, 1931; 
Drawing A Cat, 1940; Portfolio of Cat 
Portraits, 1943; Cats and Kittens, 1956. 

Herbert the Lion, about the largest cat 
of all, was written in Paris where Miss 
Newberry (as she’s known profession- 
ally) was studying art at the Grande 
Chaumiere. She recalls the quaint manner 
of attending classes there; students had 
to buy tickets to enter the sketching 
groups, something like gaining admission 
to theaters. “There I learned the funda- 
mentals of technique and got my start in 
writing, too,” she reminisces. Paris and 
the young Clare got along very well to- 
gether, so much so that the student artist 
stayed more than the one year she had 
originally intended to spend there. 

Paris, after all, was a drastic change 
from her home town of Enterprise, Ore- 
gon, and from Vancouver, Washington, 
where she grew up. 

After Paris, New York was her new 
home for fourteen years and there she 
began sketching cats and writing about 
their antics and merry lives in a 
fessional way. 

In 1940 her Drawing A Cat first ap- 
peared. Today it is utilized as a text-

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FELIX OF THE MAYFLOWER

No ship would ever sail upon the seven seas without a good 
mascot, and the usual friend of sailors is a cat. So, when the 
Mayflower II sailed from Plymouth, England on April 20, 1957, 
Mrs. John Lowe, wife of one of the originators of the project 
brought Felix to the ship. 

Now, Felix was a tiny affair, only one month old, and suddenly 
losing the friendly companionship of his mother and brothers 
and sisters was a heavy ordeal for him. He cried all night the 
first three nights. He refused food and his little body became so 
thin that the crew thought he would die. But not Graham Nunn, 
the English cabin boy. He predicted that Felix would survive 
the trip and become a handsome fellow in due time. And hand- 
some he was. 

He grew into a beautiful cat with a shiny black coat and a 
white streak down his forehead and nose. He had stiff white 
whiskers and eyebrows to match and his eyes were pools of glit- 
tering balls of green. His snowy bib and four snowy paws made 
the blackness of his fur seem blacker. Having had a good intel- 
ligent mother, he had been taught to wash his coat and due to 
frequent ablutions he was always in immaculate condition. 

During the weeks that followed Felix acquired a new and 
proud dignity which was equivalent to his very honored position 
as ship’s cat. Occasionally he visited the lower deck, looking 
neither to the right or left but strolling straight ahead with 
tail erect and whiskers bristling with importance. 

Besides Captain Allan Villiers, Felix’s best friends were the 
First Mate Godfrey Wickstead and the two cabin boys, Graham 
Nunn and Joseph Meany, the American boy. After roaming the 
ship several times, he decided to sleep in the Mate’s cabin, that 
being a quiet and snug place to relax. As the days rolled by he 
discovered a small life boat on top of the hatch and he would 
often sit there and watch all maneuvers on board, then would 
curl up and go to sleep. But when the weather became rough, 
he would crawl into the Bosun’s cabin where he would be found 
on the end of the cot or on the floor beneath. 

His vantage point of observation was on top of the main knight 
head. There he would sit for hours and watch everyone go by 
and often reach out his little paw and touch each man. 

The men became very fond of Felix and in time he felt that 
he was part of the management of the ship. He ate everything 
the crew ate except the salt pork. His favorite dishes were

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all placed their signatures, Felix put his paw print. Now he was 
definitely a member of the crew. 

As each man had his own life-belt with his name on it, Felix 
had his own special belt and seemed to enjoy modelling it. It 
was hung up on the pegs along with the rest of the belts. 

He quickly mastered the art of washing his ears with a damp 
paw. Also, he could sit up and beg without losing his balance, 
no matter how much the ship rocked. 

All ocean voyages at some time run into a storm and the 
Mayflower II was not an exception. Felix became very seasick 
during a gale and while strolling along the deck, a big wave 
which came over the side of the ship nearly washed him over- 
board. He was thrown toward the scuppers but grabbed the 
heavy rope and hung on for dear life until he was rescued. 
Whenever a bad storm brewed after that, Felix would go below 
and hide until it was over. 

At first it was difficult for the young kit to go up the stairs 
and ladders, but finally he overcame the depth of the steps and 
seemed to love to walk up and down on them. On a calm day 
he would climb up the ropes about fifteen feet and look over the 
sea and at everyone on board. 

After fifty-four days of sailing, the Mayflower II made port 
in Plymouth, Mass. on June 12, 1957. From there she sailed to 
New York harbor where she was on exhibition until she set 
sail for Miami. Eventually she will return to Plymouth and 
be on permanent exhibition. 

Felix though, has given up the sea at least for the present, and 
has found a good home with the American cabin boy Joe Meany 
in Waltham, Mass. He lives with a dog and they are the best of 
friends. 

Although this is a story about a wee cat, it is also about a 
great historical event. With great bravery the Captain and crew 
sailed on this tiny ship for fifty-four days across the expanse 
of the Atlantic Ocean thus duplicating the events of the Ist 
Mayflower over three hundred years ago.

helped many generations of pet and fancy 
cats grow to happy and healthy maturity. 

Now in The Care of Your Cat he has 
given us a completely new book which 
with wisdom and understanding dis- 
cusses the cat in general and which with 


painstaking thoroughness brings us the 
details of diagnosis and treatment of al- 
most every conceivable cat disease and 


health problem. 

The information is usually that gen- 
erally accepted by modern veterinary 
medicine, and he recognizes that the chief 
function of his manual is to educate the 
cat owner to the recognition of the symp- 
toms of serious conditions, so that veter- 
inary help may be secured while it can 
be most effective in saving a cat’s health 
or life. 

The first 118 pages present advice on 
the general care of the cat. The remainder 
of the book is a reference for full details 
on diseases, fractures, sprains, parasites, 
and misadventures as they develop, al- 
though hardy cat people will not hesitate 
to read every word so as to be prepared 
in advance for whatever kind of trouble 
puss may choose to court. 

A few inconveniences to the reader may 
result from the fact that Mr. Soderberg is 
an Englishman. Some of the proprietary 
products mentioned, for example, are not 
readily available in America, and _ the 
statement that kittens sometimes swallow 
table tennis balls cannot seem to apply to 
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“‘Muzzie” photo from THE CARE OF YOUR 
CAT 
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our American-size toy and should not 
cause undue alarm to those of us who 
have found them most acceptable kitten 
playthings. One occasionally wonders, too, 
at the bases for such remarks as, “Jaundice 

. is always a disease found more fre- 
quently in ordinary domestic cats than 
among the pedigreed breeds.”

Our nine-year old Persian has a strange habit of jumping up 
on the kitchen range or on the outdoor grill and licking the iron 
grates. They are clean, no grease, but he persists in licking the 
iron. Could you suggest something we could add to his diet to 
satisfy this need?

Apparently the deficiency, if any, is mineral matter. There are 
many supplements that can be used to correct this. Do not use 
a vitamin additive alone because it is minerals that he needs. 


My Blue Persian male, one-year old, continues to pass a little 
blood and sloughing off of the kidney every month or so. My 
veterinarian suggests raw ground beef. My brother-in-law who 
raises farm animals says you can’t beat a natural diet. Since cats 
eat raw meat in mice, etc., raw lean meat would be best. What 
should I do to feed him properly and lengthen his life?

You might try a diet called K.D. This is a prescription diet 
avatlable through veterinarians and is formulated for animals 
that have kidney difficulty.

I notice that the male 
does not spray and wonder if there is something wrong with 
him. What age does a female reach before she can have kittens? 
Is it advisable to have cats inoculated ?

Some cats, like some people do not get along together. They 
may in time draw up a truce but it would be wise to watch them 
closely for a while. All males do not spray and you may consider 
yourself lucky if your cat doesn’t. 

A female can conceive and have a litter of kittens as early as 
seven months. Inoculations are a wise precaution.

“Tips to 
the Novice”

Many of us watch television programs 
on occasion and do pay some attention to 
the commercials. How often have you 
listened to the announcer tell you of vari- 
ous tooth pastes and what they can do for 
you? Some of them almost go so far as 
to try to eonvince us that if we do not 
use their particular brand we are sure to 
have a major invasion of tooth decay. 

My cats are very interested in watch- 
ing television too, and they do so with 
every opportunity they get. However, 
when the tooth paste commercials come 
on and they see somebody brushing his 
teeth they scoot to the nearest hiding 
place. They seem to know what this 
means and are afraid that they are next 
in line for a tooth brushing. 

You are well aware of the fact that you 
must take care of your teeth and if you 
do not, trouble is sure to follow. You must 
also keep in mind that the teeth of your 
cat should also receive attention for they 
are quite similar to our own and require 
looking after, too. A cat cannot brush its 
teeth every day, so you are the one who 
will have to do the caring of their teeth. 
How? Well, there are several things that 
you can do; some easy, some difficult. 

When a kitten is born it has all of its 
teeth but they have not grown sufficiently 
to appear out of the gums. In two to three 
weeks the teeth begin to pierce the gums 
and can be seen and felt. This will be its 
first set of teeth—the milk teeth, or baby 
teeth if you prefer. There will be a total 
of twenty-six with fourteen in the upper 
jaw and twelve in the lower. The first

teeth to appear are the incisors—six above 
and six below. They are in the front be- 
tween the fangs and their purpose is for 
cutting in a pincer-like action. Next to 
appear are the canines or fangs—two 
above and two below. These are the teeth 
that do the ripping or tearing of flesh and 
are also used to hold the prey. After these 
come the molars which are behind the 
fangs and line both sides of the jaw. In an 
adult cat there are eight above and six 
below for grinding, crushing and also cut- 
ting the food. 
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YOUR CAT’S TEETH 


In five to six months the second set or 
permanent teeth, will begin to grow and 
force the baby teeth out. There are thirty 
teeth in the permanent set with sixteen in 
the upper jaw and fourteen in the lower. 
You will notice there are some wide 
spaces between the teeth but do not take 
this to mean that there are teeth missing. 
The teeth in the cat’s mouth are separated 
for a purpose. They are not like ours 
which are close together holding food 
particles that can result in damage to the 
teeth. The cat does not have any means of 
removing such particles, and nature has 
provided this separation so that the danger 
of decaying teeth from this cause will be 
minimized. 

The teeth would seem to belong to the 
skeleton, but they are a part of the diges- 
tive system and only grow in the cavities 
provided for them in the bones. Teeth are 
made up of several parts; the outer or sur- 
face portion above the gums is the enamel 
and it is extremely hard; the outer por- 
tion below the gums is the cementum and 
it too is very hard; inside these is the 
dentin which is alive; in the center of the 
dentin is the pulp which houses the nerves 
and the arteries which feed and nourish 
the dentin. Even after the tooth has 
reached its maximum growth it still must 
be kept alive through nourishment. The 
nerves in the teeth are responsible for 
many things. They warn that the food is 
too hot or too cold, they indicate that in 
biting or crushing too much pressure is 
being brought to bear and that the result 
may be the breaking of the enamel; pain 
is indicated and the animal will let up on 
what it is doing at the time. When caries 
or cavities as we know them develop in 
the enamel the dentin decays through the 
action of bacteria and the nerve will then 
be exposed, resulting in pain. We humans 
recognize this and have our teeth repaired 
but the cats cannot. 

One of the most prevalent troubles of 
the teeth of the cat is the formation of 
tartar. Tartar or salivary calculus, as it is 
known, is a yellowish deposit that collects 
on the surface of the teeth and keeps build- 
ing up until it completely covers the tooth 
and then begins to work down in between 
the gums to the root. By causing the gums 
to come away from the tooth it will per- 
mit the ever-present bacteria to attack the 
gums and the teeth. Many volumes have 
been written on the subject of tartar with 
almost everybody having a_ different 
opinion. It is thought to be very similar 
in composition to the calculi found in the 
urinary tract, and is brought into the 
mouth with the saliva from the salivary 
glands. Some believe it is caused by the 
diet or it is the result of too much acid 
in the saliva. It begins to appear about 
two hours after the cat has eaten and the 
more it eats, the more tartar there will 
be. It collects on the teeth opposite the 
salivary glands. It is very soft at first, 
and if the cat could brush its teeth it 
could get it off at this time. However, 
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failing this, the tartar begins to harden 
and more keeps collecting as time goes on. 
Some cats will not be bothered too much 
with it while others do have a lot of diffi- 
culty. You will not notice it seriously on 
younger cats, but it seems the older they 
get the more the tartar forms. 

What can we do to prevent this forma- 
tion of tartar? There are several things. 
First of all you must look to see if tartar 
is forming. As I said before, it is a dark 
yellowish color and it can be seen very 
easily on the teeth. As it gets worse you 
will notice the gums look a darker red 
around the edges, the cat will have a foul 
breath, and it may begin to drool with 
saliva running out of the mouth. The cat 
will want to eat and it will go to the food 
and try to eat but, because of the pain 
it will not be able to consume its food. 
This will cause the cat to lose weight and 
as the tartar thickens it will cause the cat 
much pain and suffering. In time it can 
loosen the teeth and they will then fall 
out if not corrected. 

One of the best ways in preventing the 
formation of tartar is to make sure that 
your cat receives an ample amount of 
bones to chew upon. In the course of chew- 
ing on the bones the teeth will grind 
against the bone thereby scraping off the 
tartar. Let them have a bone at least twice 
a week. So, you say your cat will not 
chew on bones. In this case you will have 
to get to work and begin removing the 
tartar that is collecting. One way is by 
the use of baking soda and a soft tooth 
brush. In doing this, you have a dish con- 
taining the baking soda and one containing 
warm water. Dip the brush in the water 
and then in the soda and begin brushing 
the teeth just as you would your own. 
Naturally, the cat is not going to like the 
taste of it but pay this no heed. Go right 
ahead scrubbing the teeth all over. The 
cat may bite down on the brush and this 
will help too for it will have a tendency 
to spread the baking soda. In severe cases

I read with great interest Alice Hahn’s 
article ‘“‘Championship”’ in the February CATS. 
My reaction is that the advice given would 
certainly lead the novice, just beginning to get 
interested in shows, astray. Mrs. Hahn implies, 
throughout, that what one should do is to try 
to get a championship in the easiest possible 
way, that is, with as little competition as pos- 
sible. 

That is not at all what the average ex- 
hibitor should be looking for. As far as I am 
concerned, the more the merrier! If I win in 
a large class, this proves that my cat is truly 
superior. If I win in a class of just one or two 
other than my own, I still wouldn’t know how 
good my cats are. 

Most of us think we have good cats. The 
only way to find out if they are good is to show 
them at every possibly afford 
and see what is our percentage of wins. Just 
thinking a cat is good doesn’t make it so—only 
wins against strong competition can 
that. 

The statement, “If certain people in your 
part of the country seem to have a monopoly on 
the wins there . . .”’, doesn’t seem very sport- 
ing to me. After all, she must realize that if 
these people win, it’s because they have good 
cats. In my opinion, it might be well for the 
novice to study the show reports—discover who 
these certain people are, and try to get cats 
as nearly like theirs as is possible. 

The ease with which relatively poor cats can 
get winners ribbons, and even championship 
points when there is no competition, is some- 
times discouraging to the good winner and 
good loser who welcomes strong competition. 
The Cat Fancy and CATS Magazine should 
encourage competition—-not 
circumvent it.

book by many art schools throughout the 
country. And in 1943, Harper’s brought 
out her Portfolio of Cat Portraits, draw- 
ings intended for framing and which in- 
deed now hang in countless homes from 
northern Canada to southern Texas. Cats 
and Kittens, her second portfolio, (re- 
viewed in Cats December 1956) is being 
equally successful. 

Taos, New Mexico, became Clare’s new 
“work” home for the year 1947. She be- 
came a fast friend of Agnes Tait, re- 
nowned painter of cats, and enjoyed the 
company of T-Bone, a large black and 
white three-quarters Persian who was a 
native of Taos. Named because of his 
mischievous escapade with an expensive 
steak-for-dinner, T-Bone later became the 
title cat character of the fourteenth New- 
berry book. Another leading character in 
the charming tale is modeled after “Sha- 
sha,” the Trujillos’ young daughter. 

From Taos, Clare moved on to write 
and sketch in Santa Fe and there met her 
husband, Henry Trujillo, who is a mem- 
ber of the state legislature in New Mexico 
and a prominent civic worker. Together 
they decided in 1951 to move to Mexico 
City where both could study at Mexico 
City College, the English-language, Amer- 
ican-style liberal arts school south of the 
Rio Grande. 

In their spacious apartment in the resi- 
dential Colonia Roma the Trujillos were 
soon adjusted to the Latin way-of-life. 
Clare had her feline-decorated studio, 
“Shasha” had her nursery, Henry had his 
study, and their four cats had two bal- 
conies and lots of running room. Three 
of them, Brown Tabby Persians, Cham-

ida. The fourth member of the pet contin- 
gent, Blue Point Siamese, Chirn Sa-hai Blu 
Lili, came from Mrs, Richard O’Dono- 
van’s cattery in South Miami. She is the 
family’s retriever, expert at finding and 
returning the brown flannel mouse her 
mistress made as a special Christmas gift. 

After accomplishing their purposes in 
Mexico, the three Trujillos returned to 
their home in Santa Fe recently, but with 
regrets at having to leave behind the 
numerous friends they made in Mexico 
City during their happy years there. 

In addition to working on new books 
in her Colonia Roma studio. Clare New- 
berry had found time to paint portraits of 
some members of the American colony in 
the capital—an unusual departure from 
her usual creative work—and to give 
lectures to art students and Summer 
Workshop members at Mexico City Col- 
lege. Altogether her years there were 
most productive ones, a not unusual re- 
sult for the ambitious artist. 

Although she is a_ story-teller-writer 
of the first order, Clare considers her- 
self primarily an artist. And perhaps it 
is true that she is most remembered and 
most honored for her pen and ink draw- 
ings, some in color, but most in black and 
white; at least she believes so. 

“When I first began drawing cats,” she 
told me, “I used the Blue Point Siamese 
of Doris Bryant as live models. She has 
the first and only cat shop in New York, 
or in the world for that matter. Her 
Siamese beauties served as models for 
Babette also, and I think they are still 
the most popular with cat lovers who 
have read my books.” 

Clare Newberry might well feel satisfied 
that she knows what her readers like too, 
for they send fan letters from as far away 
as Egypt, Australia and the Philippine 
Islands. 

Her world-wide fame received a big 
boost in 1948 when a double-page spread 
of her drawings was used to illustrate 
actor James Mason's article, “Gentlemen 
Prefer Cats,” run in the March issue of 
Esquire that year. 

At that same year Smudge was among

do this twice a day and you will be sur- 
prised at how well it will soften the tartar, 
and loosen it so that it may be easily re- 
moved. Baking soda has a definite action 
on tartar and is cheap and easy to use. 
Matter of fact, many of our tooth pastes 
contain it. 

In stubborn cases you may take your 
finger nail and starting close to the gums 
push outward and the tartar will begin to 
come off. If this is not sufficient you may 
take a blunt knife or, say, one-half of the 
prongs from a tweezer or you may buy a 
tartar scraper that is designed for this 
purpose. 

If you are unable to hold the cat and 
do not have any help or are too soft- 
hearted and are afraid you may be hurting 
the cat the best thing to do is to take the 
cat to your veterinarian. He is very capa- 
able of doing this service and is quite used

formation, write the Secretary-Treasurer. 
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to it and can accomplish the task with 
little difficulty. If he cannot restrain the 
cat he will give it an anesthetic and then 
it will be a simple matter to do a perfect 
job. In many cases the owners of cats 
wait too long and the tartar is so thick 
the cat must be put to sleep in order to 
do it right. He will also be able to tell if 
the teeth have been loosened too much and 
will have to come out. Another thing is 
he can sterilize his instruments and will 
be able to take care of bleeding gums right 
then and there. 

Let’s suppose that there are some broken 
teeth in your cat’s mouth. The best thing 
to do in this case is to have them removed 
for they will only have to come out later 
anyway and you will save the cat much 
prolonged agony. This same thing applies 
to decayed teeth. Sometimes a tooth may 
become abscessed just the same as ours 
do. In this case a tooth may appear black- 
ened and you may notice a swelling around 
the tooth. It is not a very good policy to 
pull teeth in this condition until the abscess 
has disappeared. To clear up an abscess 
you may give the cat one tablet containing 
100 mg of penicillin twice a day for three 
days. Penicillin has a very good action 
against the type of bacteria in this case. 
If it is not taken care of the swelling will 
increase in size and pain will mount be- 
cause of the pressure brought to bear upon 
the teeth and the bones in the cavity of the 
jaws. After the swelling has subsided the 
tooth should then be pulled for it will 
only recur. 

There are times, especially in Longhair 
cats, that the fur will collect on the teeth 
and begin to knot. This results in a con- 
tinual pull upon the teeth and eventually 
they will become loosened enough to fall 
out. Here is where inspection comes in 
very handy for you will be able to see the 
fur gathering on the teeth and can remove 
it. It may be necessary if the fur has be- 
come lodged around two of the fangs 
across the mouth to use a scissors to cut 
it. The reason for this is the fur has become 
so taut that you cannot slip it over the 
teeth because the teeth tilt outward. Work 
very carefully in doing this. If it collects 
on only one of the fangs it may gather in 
such amounts that will spread the lips and 
the cat will appear to have a swollen jaw. 
Cats cannot remove this for they do not 
have any fingers to do so. The same thing 
applies to bones that can become lodged 
between the teeth. They must be removed 
also for they will cause a pressure on the 
teeth thereby loosening them. 

Bad teeth can cause trouble to the 
sinuses of the cat and can sometimes lead 
to blindness. You do not want this to hap- 
pen to your cat do you? Well, do your 
cat a favor and pay attention to it and 
watch out for signs of trouble as depicted 
in this article. You will be surprised how 
glad a cat will be to be relieved of tooth 
troubles. They will once again be glad to 
eat, their weight will pick up and they will 
have an all-round feeling of well-being and 
be very happy and contented.

IN GENETICS, 
WHAT IS AN EXPERT?

PART II 


Apparently no one with the qualifications to 
do the most valuable work in cat genetics has 
turned up in the scientific world or in the 
cat fancy thus far. Hence there is no such 
thing currently as an expert in the field of cat 
genetics and there will not be until such a per 
son has completed the actual work and pub 
lished the results. To the present time, the 
best that has been done is the accumulation of 
facts and theories and their presentation to the 
fancy in the hopes that they will be proven 
true. When I pick up an article, pamphlet or 
book on cat genetics and see little or no back 
ground in work with cats, or training in the 
field of genetics listed for the author, I begin 
to question the value of his work. If there 
are no references and no bibliography or if I 
find references in the bibliography to works with 
which I am familiar but which shed little or 
no light on the item I am reading, I question 
it further. If, as I read, I find the writer has 
a faulty understanding of the ways of cats or 
of the basic theory of genetics, I am more 
skeptical. Such skepticism is a wise precaution. 

To get more practical, I have insufficient 
background to set myself up as a cat geneti- 
cist, but I do have enough to help myself in 
breeding. Most breeders can acquire the same 
understanding. We have bred cats for ten years 
and have observed other peoples’ work at every 
opportunity. Whenever I hear of a new or dif- 
ferent cat or color or an unexpected cat, I in- 
vestigate it. (Recently, I was privileged to see 
one of the descendents of the “Rex” mutation 
which occurred in England.) I had a college 
course in genetics which contained next to 
nothing with reference to cats but a great deal 
of which can be used in understanding cat 
breeding. When I graduated from high school] 
in the east in 1945 the word “genetics” was 
seldom, if ever, mentioned in high school. Now 
nearly all high school freshmen (at least here 
in California) find a section in their general 
science books dealing with reproduction and 
mendelian inheritance. If you feel a genetics 
text would be too stiff a beginning, the high 
school biology or general science text might 
be a worthwhile starting point. The standard 
college texts are not beyond most of us. They 
include: Srb and Owen, General Genetics, W. 
H. Freeman and Co., San Francisco, 1952; 
Sinnott, Dun and Dobzhansky, Principles of 
Genetics, McGraw-Hill Book Company, Inc., 
1950; Laurence H. Snyder, The Principles of 
Heredity, D. C. Heath and Company, Boston, 
1951; and Genetics, by A. M. Winchester, 
Houghton Mifflin Co., New York, 1951 and 
others. Any of these would be available from a 
city library. I personally find the last two 
smoother reading than the first but I find all 
of them smoother than a current popular book 
on cat genetics! 

My plea here is against unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of people as authorities and printed 
material as authoritative. 

Along these lines, wouldn’t it help clubs in 
selecting judges and exhibitors in selecting 
shows if the various associations offered a para- 
graph or so on each judge’s qualifications in 
the list of judges sent to member clubs or in 
the association’s buleltin? Would not Cats 
Magazine find much interest in a column en- 
titled ““Know the Judges” containing such ma- 
terial? How often has someone said to you, 
“Mr. John Blank is judging at New City. Know 
anything about him?” Sometimes the clubs 
don’t even know what breed or color a judge 
raises or how long he has been judging. Too 
often it is the question of finances and not 
of qualifications that determines the final selec- 
tion. Let’s ask more about our “experts” and 
find out why our judges are qualified. Let’s 
not be bulldozed by big words, publishers and 
associations. Let’s know if the expert is capa- 
ble of handling the job!
